part from occasional trips to 
“work” —i.e,, The Magnolia Pawn 
and Gun Shop, where, on the day 
FHM paid a visit, he was consider- 
ing hawking his “antique” Pontiac 
Fiero—William “Bud” Post doesn’t 
leave his home for days on end. 
Bud reckons he has everything he 
needs to stay at home indefinitely: a computer, a 
TV, boxed noodles and seven video monitors 
attached to security cameras hidden throughout 
his decrepit, fenced-in swampland compound. 
Not to mention a large collection of firearms 
strewn about—cocked and loaded. In fact, asa 
shifty-eyed Mr. Post nervously peers through his 
small bedroom window, weapon in hand, he 
seems like some militant zealot who's waiting for 
the feds to come screaming through his door. But 
he’s not. He's a lottery winner. 

With its distinct lack of luxury and worn shaq 
carpets, Bud's home is notthe sort of house you'd 
expect a mult-millionaire to own. But nothing 
about Bud's lottery experience is as you'd expect. 
Most people assume lottery suc- 
cess brings a life of uninterrupted 
joy and comfort, but Bud knows 
better. He knows firsthand how 
badly people can behave once 
they get the scent of money in 
theirnostrils. And he knows about 
the paranoia that accompanies 
niches that fall from the sky. From 
the second Bud cashed his lottery 
check, the walls fell in on him, 
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Back in 1988, Bud believed he'd developed a 


unique lottery-winning ability. “Luck had nothing | 


todo with it, You ve just got to understand num- 
bers,” explains the thin-lipped 61-year-old, clad 
in nothing but an undershirt and oversized boxer 
shorts, his testicles occasionally rolling into view. 
“And! do.” Thisis a bold claim, considering his 
lack of a high school education and woefully short 
attention span, which keeps him from talking 


| about any one subject for more than a few sec- 


onds. My first week playing, [ bought 100 tickets. 
[let the computer pick them and I didn't win any- 


| thing. But I had an idea I could win. I just had to 


figure it out.” So, like Rain Man mesmerized by 
the clothes dryer, he watched the numbers being 
drawn, over and over again. He figured that by 
counting the revolutions the drum took once the 
balls dropped into the hopper, and with the help 


| of a stopwatch, he could identifythe numbers 
| most likely to come up. Miraculously, he was

But even before he collected his winnings, the 


| people around him began changing. “Everyone was 
| being overly nice to me,” he recalls. “If I needed a 


glass of water in the middle of the night, someone 
wanted to came over and get it for me.” By the time 
Bud posed with the oversized check for photogra- 
phers, he was already growing wary. “It didn’t 

feel nght. 1just knew it was trouble,” The winnings 
would come in the form of an annuity, a 
$497,953.47 check each year, after taxes, forthe 
next 25 years. But from that moment on, everyone 


| around him assumed he was worth $16 million.

The first million 

Though most lottery winners operate under the 
false assumption that the cash will lasta lifetime, 
Bud knew that to make the money last, it had to be 
invested wisely. “I opened a used car lot with my 
brother Edward,” he says, “and I opened a restau- 
rantin Florida with my other brother Jeffrey. It 

was called City Limits. Do you know why? ‘Cause 

it’s a gay place. They're always called City Limits; 

it's a code, but I didn't know that.” Bud also 

bought a “million dollar” mansion (actual price: 
$395,000). The 16-room home, built bya | 
McDonald’s franchise owner and known locallyas _| 
The Burger House, sported a $90,000 chandelier, 
below which sat a $40,000 organ. Andto round 

out his “castle,” he contracted Sears to build two 
turrets on either side and paint the British royal 
crest above the door. By the time Bud’s second 

check arrived, one year after winning, he'd already 
spent hundreds of thousands more, on credit, than 
the nearly $500,000 in cash he'd received. Bud, 

like many lottery winners, wasnow“cash poor,” | 
spending more money than he was allotted. But | 
who cared? Once he finally paid the debt, he'd still 
have close to $15 million on the way.

The same fear that compelled Bud to install 
cameras and bury microphones around his castle 
also left him feeling lonely. Within months, he 
started courting Constance Wagner, who haa 
rejected him prior to his win, but now changed her 
tune. Bud picked her up in a secondhand Cadillac 
and took her to Red Lobster. Three months later, 
they were married. (She was Bud's fifth wife, but 
maybe this time would be different. After all, he 
was nowa millionaire.) “My family knew ifI died, 
she'd get the money. So they had to kill us both.” 

The first murder attempt Bud describes was 
clearly a product of his imagination. According to 
Bud, his brothers had sent a guy named Ted Vroman 
to kill him.

These lottery millionaires first had to do battle with 


the greedy hands that grabbed their lucky winnings 


“Did I win?” asked 
Paraskeve Kantges as 
she slid her tickets 
across the counter for 
convenience store 
owner Nick Havan to 
check. “You sure did. 
You've won a free 
ticket,” Havan 
replied, before claim- 
ing the $21 million 
for himself. Kantges 
only figured it out 
when Havan put upa 
sign announcing the 
winning ticket had 
been sold in his store. 
That was February 
1998. Kantges didn’t 
see her winnings until 
June 2000, when the 
matter was decided in 
court. (Strangely, the 
same thing had hap- 
pened in 1997, when 
Rae Bernard asked 
deli owner Jaspaul 
Narang to check his 
tickets.) 
© One minute he had 
$5.99 to his name, 
the next he was a 
millionaire. Then the 
courts stepped in.

cars,” Vroman says of his rela- 
tionship with Bud. “I walked into 
the garage and he was carrying a 
load of guns. I didn’t think noth- 
ing of it, he was buying stuff allthe 
time. He puts the guns down, turns 
around and has the one on me, scream- 
ing about how he wants everyone to leave 
him alone. Then he shuts the garage. I’m trapped 
inside. Finally, he opens the door and I turn to go. 
The place is so cluttered, so you got to pick your 
way through. The door’s halfway down, so I duck to 
go under and he lets one off right beside my head.” 
Once Bud was taken into custody for the shot- 
gun incident, he claims he was denied access to his 
extensive daily pill regiment, resulting in a heart 
attack during his first day in holding. After a short 
stint in the hospital, he was moved to Venango 
County Prison. (“Bud likes pointing fingers in every 
direction but his own,” recalls Warden Ronald 
Snyder. “He did have some heart problems, butit 
wasn't because of a lack of medical care.”) “Crazy 
as it sounds, I was happy in there,” says Bud. “For 
the first time in years, I didn’t have to watch my 
back. No one wanted anything and no one was 
going to jump on mein my sleep.” Bud was paroled 
after a few months, but not before the pitiful mil- 
lionaire suffered a second heart attack.

All of this was putting an awful strain on his 
marriage. So in 1993, when Bud opened the paper 
and saw a smallarticle about a foiled plot to assas- 
sinate him and his wife, she called it quits. Appar- 
ently, a hit man had been hired to do the job and 
had stalked the couple with a high-powered rifle. 
But the amateur assassin couldn’t go through with 
it. He turned himself in and exposed the man 
behind the plot: Bud’s brother Jeffrey. Jeffrey was 
found guilty, but never spent a day in prison. The 
courts showed leniency because he had AIDS. 


Enraged, Bud started talking to the press, telling 
them “his family had hired a hit man.” But 
his family hadn’t—only Jeffrey had been 
convicted. What's more, Bud told the 
press his sister Patricia and her husband 
had tried to poison him. “I drank coffee 
with cream and sugar, and they were 
putting arsenicin it,” Bud insists. 

“That's why I don’t use sugar any- 

more. Lalmost didn’t make it to 
the hospitalin time.” His 
innocent brother and sister 
sued for slander and were 
awarded $1.5 million. 

In 1995, Bud filed for bank- 
ruptcy and begged the courts to 
let him auction his remaining 
checks fora lump sum, 
something that had 
never been done before 
in Pennsylvania. When

they finally allowed him to auction itin 1996, he 
only had $4.9 million left. As payment for those 
remaining checks, Bud was given $2.6 million in 
cash. After paying taxes and creditors, and giving 
$1 million to his ex-wife Connie, he walked away 
with a pitiful $300,000. Even that money didn't 
last long. Bud was forced to sell the castle and 
started living off Social Security disability. With 
next to nothing left, he did what any rational per- 
son would have done from the start: He left town. 

These days, Bud's Louisiana neighbors know lit- 
tle about him. They don’t know why he has cameras 
policing the perimeter of his crusty hut, or why he 
insists on noting the plates of every vehicle that 
passes by. And they certainly have no idea that he 
spent the day giving an interview to FHM, believing 
it would help him sell his house. “You've got to help 
me get rid of this place,” he pleads. Perhaps an 
executive with high-security needs and an affinity 
for fake wood paneling willtake a shine to it. 

Still, he swears that if given the chance, he'd 
do it allthe same. “I never wished I hadn‘t won,” 
he says. “I didn’t create these problems. It was 
other people’s greed, not mine. I'll get back on my 
feet, just as soon as I sue the state of Pennsylvania 
for what they've done to me.” Allin all, Bud was 
married and divorced six times (there was another 
lucky lady after Connie). He sank two businesses. 
He bought and sold four planes, three boats and 
one mansion. He survived murder attempts and 
endured a stintin prison. But don’t feel too badly 
for Bud Post. Though he denies it, there is possibly 
only one other thing aside from the pawnshop that 
might draw him from his hermitage: buying lottery 
tickets. Maybe next time he'll get lucky. FHM

Chopper Read is one of Australia’s best-known 
criminals. Now 46, his total hatred for drug dealers 
and pimps, combined with an unhealthy passion 
for torture, has ensured that the Melbourne killer 
has spent a total of 23 years behind bars. While 
inside, he penned his first book, Chopper from the 
Inside, which heaved with tales of extreme vio- 
lence. Chopper claims he once popped out an 
unconscious man’s eyeball—then ate it—simply 
because he was outnumbered ina bar fight and 
needed to make a quick impression.

Before he left, 
however, he had promised Loughnan thatif he 
wrote to him after six months, he’d come back to 
break him out. Loughnan duly wrote, but Chopper 
was enjoying robbing people far too much to put 
his heart and soul into a dangerous escape 
attempt. However, out of loyalty to his friend, he 
opted for a hastily improvised Plan B. Chopper 


| drove to the county court with a shotgun stuck 


down his trousers, walked into the first court he 
came across, pulled the gun on a judge and 
demanded the release of his pal. Even today, 
Chopper admits it wasn’t his best idea ever. “I 
stuck it into the judge’s mouth in front of 36 peo- 
ple. You didn't have to be Inspector Clouseau to 
solve that crime.” He got 13 years. 

Still a young man, Read needed something to 
relieve the boredom that goes hand in hand with 
prison life. True to character, he started what has 
now become known as the Overcoat War: his team, 
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whom he called the Overcoat Gang, versus the 
biggest gang in prison, known as the Painters and 
Dockers Union. 

“They were the most violent union in Australian 
history,” Chopper admits. “Officially, there were 
1,200, but in reality there were about 300. The top 
12 men were the ones who delegated where the pay 
packets went, so it was virtually a criminal union. If 
you had a Painters and Dockers picnic, they would 
shoot three men before they had even lit the fire. 
They were a gun-happy group of gentlemen.” 

To Read, they made an obvious choice for an 
enemy, and the war lasted five years. He maintains 
that the only way he managed to keep it going for 
$0 long was by playing dirty and instilling a system 
of terror throughout the yard. He still holds the 
unofficial record for bashing people: “Sixty-three, 
and of those, 11 were classed as attempted mur- 
ders. After that, the officials stopped counting.”

Fortunate not to have his spine severed 
by a blow to the neck, he was rushed to 
the prison hospital, where part of his 
Stomach, spleen and colon were 
removed. When he awoke, he was 
stitched up and hooked toa drip. Ina 
world where image is everything, Read 
was determined to show that he couldn't 


be beaten. Painfully climbing off the bed, 


he got down on the floor and started 
doing pushups. By the time the nurses 
found him, he was pushing up through a

Along with putting razor blades into softened 
bars of soap, allowing them to harden up, then 
placing them in the shower for the inmates to slice 
themselves open on, Chopper and Loughnan would 
delight in grabbing the enemy, then pinning him 
against the wall with a knife under his throat.

Unfortunately, instead of just 
shaking a few hands and saying sorry, 
his hare-brained plan involved breaking into 
the rival cell block, taking the quards captive, 
blocking the main doors and stabbing every inmate 
he could find. 

Perhaps sensing that this may not work out too 
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hands, and Chopper was transferred immediately 

to the pnson hospital. Looking back, he finds it 

hard to explain why he opted for such drastic 

action. “I wasn'tin a fit mental state atthe time, 

and it’s a bit hard to explain something you did 

when you were completely cuckoo. I had 
already been certified insane, they 
refused to transfer me, and so the 
ears came off. ButI was only 23, 
and I can’t relate to those 
things anymore. It’s like trying 
to relive a bad dream.” 

* Chopper is somewhat quiet 
about the following years of 
incarceration and hospital- 

ization, but on November 24, 

1986, he walked out through 

the gates of Bendigo Prison into 

the warm sunshine, marking the end 
of a long and bloodthirsty stretch. 

Immediately, he was back in business, Mel- 

bourne was a different city from the one Chopper 

had left behind. Drug sales were at an all-time 
high, and the underworld was awash with dirty 
money, which was exactly what a man fresh out of 





prison—sporting hundreds of tattoos and no 
ears—needed. He moved to Tasmania, returning 
only to torture money men or chase down possible 
leads. Melbourne’s kingpins were furious, and the 
number of hit men out looking for Read reached 
such epic proportions that even the police started 
to notice. In fact, the only person seemingly 
unconcerned by the events was Chopper himself, 
and his total disregard for personal safety or other 
people's reputations resulted in an injury list that 
would impress even Jackie Chan. 

“T've been stabbed seven times, had a claw ham- 
mer through the head and been shot in the back, 
which stung a bit,” he says. “I've been run over on 
a couple of occasions, beaten close to death with 
baseball bats and razored, Oh, andI gotanice 
pick through the heart, which was rather unique 
because the blade stuck and they had to x-ray me 
with the thing stillinside. The doctor told me, ‘You 
won't believe this, but there's nothing wrong.’ It 
was night next to an artery, but the heart was still 
pumping happily away. He just asked me to stand 
still, and he pulled it straight out.” 

And then, nghtin the middle of it all, Read 
| offered his services to the police, stating that the 
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enemy of his enemy was his friend. The 
Melbourne Police Force was very keen to solve a 
$55,000 armed robbery, and felt that talking to 
a man who earned a living torturing armed 
robbers may be beneficial. Nobody was 
surprised when it all went wrong. “Over three 
years, the police shot something like 18 
people,” says Chopper. “One 
guy had the audacity to 
be armed with a beach 
umbrella, and I think they 
put 11 bullets into him.” 

With the backing of the 
law, Chopper felt he was 
becoming invincible. At 
6:30 a.m. on June 11, 
1987, wearing a police 
bulletproof vest, 
Chopper stepped out of 
the notorious Bojangles 
nightclub with the drug 
dealer Siam “Sammy the : 
Turk” Ozerkham. Why he then decided to shoot 
Sammy straight through the left eye with a sawed- 
off shotgun is still a topic of debate. The police 
called it cold-blooded murder; Read called it self- 
defense. Amazingly, considering Read's history of 
pathological violence, the court found him not 
guilty, but still decided to give him a five-year 
sentence for burning down the house of local drug 
dealer Nick Apostolidis and firing bullets into 
Apostolidis’s mother’s house. Read was typically 
unrepentant. “Sure, I burned his house down—big 
deal. I love a sunburned country.” After a brief 
seven months of freedom, one of Australia’s most 
feared standover men and headhunters was safely 
back behind bars. 

This time, rather than fight the system with his 
fists, Chopper opted for pen and ink, and wrote his 


first book, Chopper from the Inside. In it, he 
detailed his life and laughed at the people he had 
bashed, robbed and killed, which annoyed the hell 


out of them. Butin a country founded by criminals, | 


it rocketed to the top of the bestseller list, and he 
became an overnight celebrity. 

In 1991, Chopper walked free, announced that 
he had turned his back on crime and made a perma- 
nent move to Tasmania. But as a best-selling 
author and feared torturer who was noticeably 
lacking ears, blending in with the local folk wasn’t 
easy. Few believed he had turned over a new leaf, 
and the notorious Outlaws Motorcycle Gang came 
out to welcome this new renegade to their shores. 


Drawn by a mutual love of guns, Read quickly fellin | 


with the group, totally unfazed by his inability to 
balance on a motorcycle. And although he insisted 
that he was on the straight and narrow, his perma- 
nent presence at the casino, where he'd lose thou- 
sands of dollars at a time, plus his increasingly 
flamboyant lifestyle, resulted in there being a fair 
share of doubters. 

In November 1992, Chopper was picked up on 
the way back from the casino for the shooting of 
the Outlaws’ president, Sid Collins. Strangely, the

normally brash Read denied the shooting, insist- 


ing he was being set up. Nobody was listening. 


Read was categorized as a dangerous criminaland 
given an indefinite jail sentence. Now his creative 
juices were really flowing, and as well as his books, 
he managed to record two CDs in secret. “They 
were made under very difficult circumstances, 
which is why they sound like complete shit. I was 
ringing up the wife, who would put the answering 
machine on, then send the recording to my friend 
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Colin Dicks, who would punch them into the com- 
puter.” Chopper married on April 22, 1995, while 
in prison, and was eventually 
granted parole in 1997, after 
managing to persuade a court 
to overturn his dangerous 
criminal tag. He was allowed 
to leave immediately, but he 
chose to stayin prison for the 
last six months of his sen- 
tence, to avoid having to 
‘deal with pesky parole condi- 
tions. “I'm not having some 
lady with a crewcutanda 

pair of overalls tell me to

he says. “It was only another six 
months. I could stand on my head 
for that long.”

I was sending letters to fictitious people, via 
different post office boxes. They would read “Dear 
John, In relation to your question, ..." followed 
by a six- or seven-page explanation. They couldn't 
figure it out, but prison staff are not hired for 
their intellect, they are hired by the pound.

Oh, it was hilarious. I got heaps of stuff. I used to 
get some very weird sexual offers, which disturbed 
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me. Ha, then the offers from women started 
coming and it got even worse. 

When people asked you to kill someone, did they 
agree on a price or did you charge by the hour? 

I used to go around the $20,000 mark. Usually, 
you had to hide under someone’s house with a 
pump-action shotgun, a can of baked beans anda 
bottle of water, and wait for 24 hours before they 
came home. You were paid for discomfort. 

You're obviously a great believer in the power of 
the blowtorch. What drew you to such a device? 
There is an old guy called Jimmy the Pom, who’s 
over in England now. He was the head of a gang 
called the Toe Cutters, and they came herein the 
‘60s and went around grabbing armed robbers 
and removing their toes with bolt cutters. It 
looked like hard work, so Iintroduced the blow- 
torch, which turned out to be extremely effective. 
What's the most ineffective weapon that you've 
come across? 

Well, that would be verbal torture, something 
like, “Give us the money.” They tend to say “piss 
off” to that, which is when you have to bring out 
the claw hammer and go smack on the kneecap, 
and that’s the left leg gone. Then you do the right 
kneecap, and the guy still won’t tell you where 
the loot is. I mean, we’re not talking about very 
much money, and both of his legs are out of oper- 
ation before we've even gotten down to the seri- 
Ous business. 

Was anyone ever brave enough to try to rob you? 
There was only one serious attempt, when I was 
told that some men were going to kill my mother

lot. I'm very easy with those things. I can even 
have a little fun with people. I don’t believe actors 
who say that stuff bothers them, but I don’t know, 
maybe after a certain amount. Of course, there are 
crazy fans too. For quite a while I stopped my 
nightlife in Germany altogether because I was too 
scared to go out after dark. 

What's the strangest thing a fan has asked you? 
To marry them. I was proposed to bya 12-year-old 
boy once.

Do you believe aliens exist? 

Sure. I mean, I've never seen a UFO, but I'd like to. 
Consider this a call to the aliens: Show yourself! 
What kinds of lousy jobs did you have before you 
got into acting? 

When I was a teenager I worked at a nursery outin 
the fields and it was really cold. My fingers would 
be frozen and I made almost no money. Then when 
Iwas 17, I visited a friend in Paris and got scouted 
to be a model, I was sitting in a cafe and this guy 
stepped up to me and asked, “Are you a model?”

Yes, the night before the fight, Itold about a half 
dozen writers who I trusted that I felt Tyson was 
going to commit a foul that would get him dis- 
qualified. Going into the first Holyfield fight, 
there were only two things he was really depend- 
ing on: overrun Evander physically—hit him on 
the chin and he’s gone—and intimidate him until 
he agrees to be beaten. Those are the two things 
[believe Tyson depends on, because he is a weak 
person, a fractured person.

Would you ever consider training him? 
Actually, I got a call from his manager a few 
months ago about possibly training him. They 
asked me ifI could fly out immediately to LA for 
an interview with Oscar. I said no because I’m 
the one who should be doing the interviewing. 
When I was at the Olympics, I read this story 
about Oscar where he talked about severing ties 
with Bob Arum and that he was still looking for 
anew trainer. He talked about howhe wanted a 
Bobby Knight-type personality as a trainer. He 
said, “If I don’t want to run in the morning, my 
trainer would be the type of guy who throws a 
bucket of water on me and gets me out of bed.” 
So I’m saying to myself, “That's what Oscar thinks 
he wants. I’m not sure he wants that in reality.” 

What makes Cubans such great fighters? 
One of the reasons for their success is the same 
reason why in past years Russia was so powerful: 
because they lived in a Communist country and 
the fighters on the team couldn't turn pro. That 
being the case, they always have more experi- 
enced fighters than the free countries, where 
most guys willturn pro after the Olympics. There 
is also tremendous prestige to be on the Cuban 
boxing team. It is a favorite of Castro. 

Is there anyone you wouldn’t want to meetin

They are just going to 
fight you. A sneaky guy ina dark alley—with no 
character and no courage—will look to knife you 
or shoot you because they can’t face areal fight.

“Tex” Cobb. What did you make of him? 
Tex Cobb was a catcher. He didn’t have techni- 
cal skills that were developed. He didn’t have 
physical skills like big power and hand speed.

The old 
timers would say, “It was harder to miss himthan 
to hit him.” 

Finally, is it true that you put a gun to Tyson's

I don’t want to go into it. I did what I had to do. 
You make choices based on how you are going 
to feel for the rest of your life. Sometimes you 
do things you don’t condone, but you do it 
because that’s the way things have to be.

Born in New Yorkin

Harry Longbaugh was 
cleverly renamed after 
the Sundance, UT, 
prison he had lived in, 
for the lame-o crime of 
horse rustling. He then 
joined the Hole in the 
Wall gang and became 
a legendary gun- 
slinger. After a suc- 
cessful career in crime, 
the Kid was killed with 
partner Butch Cassidy 
in Bolivia in 1908.

The Big Wheel satin the 
middle of the room and Brandon ordered one of 
the boys to take it outside. As he looked around 
the room for more stuff to remove, the baby 
started to cry. The sitter was in another room 
and Brandon didn’t want any problems, so he 
proceeded to bash the baby over the head with a 
stick until he stopped crying. But that wasn’t 
enough. He ordered the boys to stand guard as 
he pummeled the infant with his fists and kicked 
him in the head. By the time the sitter found the 
unconscious baby, the boys were gone. Child 
witnesses pointed the finger at Brandon, despite 


the fact that he threatened several of them by 
stating, “Don’t tell anybody that I was there, 
and if you tell the police, I’m going to come and 
get you.” 

He was arrested and taken to juvenile prison, 
then later sent to a home for disturbed children. 
Nearly five years later, Ignacio Bermudez’s beaten 
baby still can’t walk, talk, see or sit up on his own.

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THE BASE JUMPER

What's the difference between BASE jumping 

and skydiving? 

BASE jumping is parachuting froma fixed object 
instead of an aircraft. BASE stands for Building, 
Antenna, Span and Earth—the four objects that 
we jump off, Most ofthe active jumps in the world 
are between 300 feet and 3,500 feet, compared 
with altitudes of between 10,000 feet and 15,000 
feet for skydivers. Because you have obstacles 
around you when you jump, you also have to 
learn about geology, physics and weather. In 
Mexico, Ijumped 1,400 feet inside a cave where 
there was dense air and no wind, so [had to study 
what my canopy was going to do. 

Who did the first ever BASE jump? 

American skydiver Carl Beonish in 1978, offthe 
El Capitan cliff in Yosemite National Park. He 
just hiked to the top and jumped. 

What was your first jump like? 
It was in 1993 off a 720-foot 
bridge in California, which is 
safe for students. I’m usually 
fairly talkative, but after my 
first jump I didn’t say a word for 
two days. I was just thinking 
about what I'd done, especially 
because I have a fear of heights. 
It wasn't like that feeling you 
have on a roller coaster when 
your stomach is in your throat; 
it was an incredible feeling of 
really flying. I knew I couldn't 
give it up. 

What's your current jump tally? 
About 300 BASE jumps and 700 
skydives. 

In a BASE jump competition, what makes a 

winning jump? 

I compete on the International Pro Base Circuit, 
which has been going on for four years. You get 
maximum points if your parachute opens at 0 
deqrees—that is, directly in front of you. That 
requires perfect body position and perfect para- 
chute packing. Then you get maximum points 
for landing in the center of a two-meter circle. 

Can you make money out of it? 

You mostly get prizes donated by sponsors, like 
a parachute, There are a few cash awards now, 
but they're only about $200. 

What's the riskiest jump you've made? 

Any jump can be dangerous if you're not men- 
tally ready, but there was a sheer rock quarry 
I'd never do again. It was low—just 190 feet— 
and it was very scary because below 2,000 feet 
the ground rushes toward you. 

What's the lowest jump possible? 

The lowest that has been done is 90 feet, in St. 
Paul's Cathedral. That doesn’t appeal to me. I 
like the prolonged feeling of falling.

from the top of a tree, for example? 

Yes, but lunderstand my limits. I was in Norway 
recently on a 3,000-foot cliff. Some people were 
just looking over, but I wouldn't go near the 
edge without my rig on. With that on, Iknow!I 
can control what happens. But I don't bungee 
jump—I'm afraid of putting my trust in some- 
one else, 

Are you more likely to kill yourself BASE jump- 

ing or skydiving? 

BASE jumpers are usually more highly skilled 
and trained than skydivers, though we make 
hundreds of skydives first. The parachutes in 
BASE jumping are much larger, they slow you 
down faster and give you more accuracy in land- 
ing. We've had far fewer people die in 20 years 
than skydiving’s had in one year. 

What's the closest you've come to being 

another casualty? 

A common problem is if your para- 

chute opens behind you and you fly 

into what you just jumped from. It 
can be caused by the way you 
packed your parachute or the way 
you jumped, but sometimes it just 
happens. Ifit does, you have to turn 
it around immediately. My closest 
call was jumping from a sandstone 
cliff in Moab, UT. Just as my para- 
chute started deploying, along gust 
of wind came sideways and turned 
it toward the cliff, I couldn’t turn it 
back, flew into the side of the cliff 
about 75 feet down and had to take 
two footsteps off the side to push 
myself away. I was quite excited about it. But 
ifit had been a granite cliff, my parachute might 
have snagged. 
Would that have been the end of you? 
No, But I might have landed at the base of the 
cliff and broken my ankle on some boulders. 
The parachutes are made up of seven separate 
tubes of air sewn together. If you hit a cliff, 
you'll probably damage only one or two of those. 

So how have people died doing the sport? 
There have been a handful of deaths since 1993. 
A parachute not opening has only happened 
once—most of the deaths have been dueto the 
impact of flying into cliffs. 

What do you think about before you jump? 
Nothing except the jump—what I'm going to do 
if] fly into the cliff, and howI'm going to jump 
off. You jump outward with your knees and 
arms bent at 90 degrees, kind of like a frog. On 
higher jumps, we have a way of channeling air 
across the body to get extra distance away from 
the object, so I practice that motion. 

What's the most exciting jump you've made? 
The most incredible scenery was from El Capitan 
in Yosemite. It's an amazing piece of smooth 
granite 3,000 feet above the valley floor. As you 


leave the object, every second seems like a 
minute, so you experience every detail of the 
wind blowing in your face or a bird flying by. 
The best part for me, when my heart races, is 
that initial step off when I see the first 20 feet 
of what I'm jumping from. That’s surreal. 

What's considered the greatest challenge fora 

BASE jumper? 
BASE jumping is not seen as a challenge in that 

yay. People go to different objects as a personal 

thing. I don’t jump to impress anybody—just 
myself, But a lot of jumpers’ favorite place is 
Kjerag in southern Norway. It’s a spectacular 
3,200-foot cliff, there are nine different exit 
points and it caters to all experience levels. 

Have you ever chickened out? 
Oh, yeah. Mostly because it’s been a little too 
windy or dark forme. Wind could push the para- 
chute back into the cliff. If it’s too dark, you 
can't judge the landing. 

Have you ever run into trouble with the 

authorities? 
Only once, at Yosemite last year. It was an organ- 
ized illegal jump to protest against the fact that 
every other similar sport is allowed in the 
national parks in America, except parachuting 
from cliffs. I was arrested and fined $2,000. I 
lost my gear, which was worth another $2,000, 
and I was put on probation for a year. It’s insane. 

A fellow jumper died while protesting at 

Yosemite. Did you consider quitting? 
It never crossed my mind. She was a close Mend 
and she jumped right after I did. She didn't 
deploy her chute. We tested it and it was OK. Peo- 
ple die in car wrecks every day, but it doesn't 
make me want to stop driving. 

What's the worst injury you've sustained? 
I did a formation jump in Norway and as I came 
in behind this other jumper, I landed on some 
rocks. The parachute pulled me over and I 
ended up with a deep bruise on my thigh mus- 
cles for two weeks. 

Have you ever done any novelty jumps? 
I once did a jump on rollerblades from a cliff. 
And I've jumped off of all four types of BASE 
objects with no clothes on, which is quite a 
strange sensation. The wind covers your body 
and you feel really naked. 

Has anyone ever tried to talk you down, think- 

ing you were about to commit suicide? 
Only once, when Iwas jumping from a bridge in 
Idaho. As I cimbed over the rail, alady stopped 
in the middle of traffic and asked if I was com- 
mitting suicide. I showed her the rig on my 
back, told her I had permission to jump and that 
she should move her car to prevent it from being 
a safety hazard. She looked at me as though ! 
were very strange, and left.

Is it safe to say the truck you 
drive is bigger than your house? 
Yes. And I actually sit roughly two 
stories up to drive it. The tires are 
about 14 feet tall, and if loaded 
correctly, the gross weight would 
be 1.1 million pounds. 
So is the fuel tank as big as a 
bathroom? 
Not a great big bathroom, but 
it’s got a 1,200-gallon fuel 
tank. And every 12-hour shift 
you have to get fuel. I've been 
told by Komatsu, the truck’s Pj 
manufacturer, that the engines 
can run that truck at 80 mph.

Why do we have to brush our teeth? 

There are tribes around the world that don’t brush 
their teeth, floss or use fluoride, and they 
don’t have any dental disease, gum 
disease or cavities. The body is able 
to protect itself and eliminate dis- 
ease. Unfortunately, we liveina 
society with a lot of processed 
food, which contributes to bac- 
teria buildup in the mouth. If we 
had a primitive-style diet, we 
wouldn't have plaque on our teeth 
and we wouldn’t have dental disease. 
So do braces help our teeth, or are they 
just a way for orthodontists to make cash? 
They absolutely help the health of the mouth 
and thus the body.

The bumps can get irritated, especially if 
they stick out and rub against clothing, in 
which case they might even bleed. Most peo- 
ple under 30 have several hemangiomas, and 
they are known to increase with age. 

If it’s bothersome or you simply don’t like 
the look, it can be easily removed by your doc- 
tor. One of the most frequent methods is to 
lightly electrodessicate (cauterize) it—with 
emphasis on the word lightly, so you don’t get 
scarring. The lesions can also be easily 
removed by vascular lasers. (AK)

My snoring is wretchedly loud, which is 
Q obviously infuriating to anyone who's 

sharing my bed. But I've also heard it’s 
dangerous for my health. What are the health 
risks, and what can 1 do to stop snoring? 
Jay Jacobsen, Peoria, IL 

Snoring is caused by turbulent airflow 
r.. through the passages of your upper air- 

way. When partially obstructed by the soft 
tissues of your palate and uvula (the thing that 
hangs down), or tongue, the upper airway makes a 
vibrating noise as you breathe in. Poor muscle tone 
in the tongue and throat, obesity, excessive length 
of the soft palate and uvula, and nasal congestion 
may all contribute to snoring. Letting your bed part- 
ner go to sleep first—perhaps while wearing 
earplugs—will cure the problem for the other person. 
As for the medical concerns, snoring may cause 
sleep apnea, a condition that completely blocks 


the flow of air and repeatedly awakens the snorer 
so he can breathe. Sleep apnea may cause oxygen 





deprivation, raising the blood pressure and heart 
rate. It also disrupts the rest cycle and prevents the 
snorer from getting much-needed deep sleep, so he 
may end up in a state of chronic fatigue. 

Most snoring can be modified by avoiding sub- 
stances that increase relaxation of the upper airway 
(alcohol, tranquilizers), losing weight if you're 
obese, sleeping sideways rather than face up, and 
elevating the head end of the bed. A specific cause 
and treatment may be determined by an exam from 
an ear, nose and throat specialist, and if you are an 
extreme snorer, through sleep studies in which you're 
monitored in a lab facility. Treatments may include 
medications to treat an allergy or an infection, or 
surgery to remove or reduce excess tissue. (MM)
